fornia. He was b >rn at Yarmouth, Nova 
Scotia, January 15, 182!. and cons qnently 
at the timo of his death was 58 years, 7 
months and 4 d»ys of age. 
Mr Iteldiag has 
solefi his impress upon the State of Caiiior 
nia, and had such a latge place in the esteem 
other people, th it an outline >ketch of his 
¡ife w ill be welcomed. 
His fat1 er was a na­ 
tive of Gloucester, Mae - , and his mother of 
Shelburne, Nova ScJtia. 
At an early age 
his mind turned toward the contemplation of 
nature and the study of her laws. 
He be 
came early a student of natural history and 
kindred scientific subjects, and throughout ail 
his atier ¡it's give much attention to thes3 
studies—indeed in his later years they were 
the esnfc ai delight of h's mind, and in them 
be found rest end recreation from daily duty. 
From his youth ho was of excellent habits 
and 
never attached to 
himself any of 
those youthful 
convivial 
librrios 
that 
so 
frequently become 
the 
masters 
of 
the man. 
He wa3 methodical, exact and 
circumspect in business, and very eariy 
developed those traits which mark tho pos­ 
sessor os fitted for business pursuits. 
In tho 
year IS 10 ho set out for the city of Boston, 
and btiug p -ssessed of letters of warm recom­ 
mendation he had no difficulty in tecuriug 
employment. As a boy of sixteen he there­ 
fore entered the house of Herry & Co., whole 
sals druggia's, though at a very low salary. 
He remained with the Srra one year, when it 
closed its business and he entered Ihs whol-- 
salo groc -ty es ab.i hment <f M .nsler & 
Bead, wi ich situation he held f >r two ynjrs. 
Us left this employment to invest his limited 
savings with Lemuel Putasui ia the grocery 
business. Sir. líeddirg was rooted in the belief 
that he could do himecif no greater injury til vn 
to i-n-nge in the sale of liquors in coar ec'iou 
with his business, and res sting the pressure 
to iudnce him to relax iu this respect, the 
busiuc>3 was c¡ sed, and he entered into a 
partneirhip in the grocery and shipcliandfery 
bu.-kees in Boston, the firm b i g B-iwktr, 
Bourne & Redoing. He met with 
reason­ 
able deoteo cf eucress, but on tie discovery 
of gold in California he w.-’.s Eeire 1 with a de­ 
sire to try his fortune» in the new land and 
enter npou a broader field of m , 
and one 
in which he- thought he saw opportunities for 
more rapid advancement i-i liuiiue-s. He 
accordingly returned to hia native placa and 
organized a company of young men to come 
to the Pacific, coast,... He was chosen Presi­ 
dent of tbecompauy. They b. nglit the biir 
Mary .Taue, lorded her with lumber and 
sailed from Yarmouth in November r.f the 
year 1819, and lar ded in San Francisco 51ay 
12, 1850. The majority rf the members of 
the company left immediately f r the gold 
diggings, intrusting ship and cargo to Mr 
Bedding for disposal. 
He soon etf-.cted an 
advantageous saie of bcrh ar.d clore i up, 
satisf rctorily t.o ail, the affairs if tbs organ­ 
ization. 
He had married in Boston, in 18lli, 
the tistcr of his tiret psrti tr, but his family 
was not w'ith him, and, brim; :.-ee hands i, he 
struck out for the mining regioD, and after 
a few weeks cf travel and pro-pectiag ah ng 
the Yuba he located 
at Pittsburg 
Bar 
and labored for wages, receiving 810 per 
day. 
In this camp he became ct once a 
prominent figure, becsu-e of his s Friary, his 
• trict busintu principles and his unwavering 
integrity. 
He was called upon to act as sn 
intermediary in the disputes of mice vs, solic­ 
ited to defer.d these charged with i fTen*es, to 
draw up contracts, bills of eaI-- a.d tran-fers, 
and generally to »dvi?o and counsel in bnsi- 
w « and legal matters. Fu. all this ha was 
well, fitted by tbe equipóse - f hármiro, his 
clear perceptive faculties, ar.d his unwaver­ 
ing adherence to the principies i f rigl, par.d 
ev^n-handed justice. 
Interested deeply, \as 
are all good c.tize .r, in the welfare acd ad­ 
vancement of hi» c -untry, he was n t a care­ 
less observer of political events, and was not 
afraid to avow his beliefs, nor to maintain 
them in discussion. 
Public attention was 
thus drawn upon hin>, and I e was very to n 
sent to the Democratic ¿ate L’uivention to 
represent a Yuba c vnsli ncacy. 
Iu 1853 Mr. 
Redding found him? if a representative in 
the Legislature fr m Yuba a id bierra coun­ 
ties. That year n at »mpt was made to ex­ 
tend the period in which slave vr .crs nrght 
take their slaves cut of tho ritate, and Mr. 
11 dding was me of tho twelve who voted 
agains, the propj.-ition ia the Assembly. 
When he left the L gisla’ure his abilities 
had cimruandcd such recognition, that he 
was CBlled to the editorial corps of the State 
Democratic Journal, theu owned and edited 
by Yioct-nt K. G 
rer and I! 
F. W- ah- 
ington. 
July 4, 1853, he .car announced 
in that p3pcr as a partner with G iger, B. F. 
Washington rctab.i g bis part proprietor­ 
ship, but suc-f.di-g ai»» to Pick :-n; & 
Fitch in the Ti m s and Transcript 
I; ill vy 
be noted ss a peculiar - ¡rcu-iinta ce tha:, the 
fourth pago of the Journal was for goir.e 
rn nths ab .ut this p riod, ard during Mr. 
Bedding’s editorship - f it, p.-iu-.e 1 in the 
French language. Xncn-.t 3, 1S53, the Jour­ 
nal absorbed tho Californian. 
Mr. Wash­ 
ington relit quished bis ¡>r prietorship, and 
B. B. llsddi. g sud P. C. Jchcain wtrs the 
names that appear.-d as prop: Lien s. Subre- 
quently the fire: name appeared as B. B Bed­ 
ding & Co., the other p rtners bring James 
McCiatchy and P.O. Johnson. 
From Sep­ 
tember 20, 1854,t > Apr ¡114.1855, no firm came 
appeared on the Journal hut alter that date 
tho title B. B. Redding & Co. reappeared. 
Mr. Redding remained editor c f the paper 
until it cea ed publication íd 1S57. 
His 
journalistic career wts a marked one. 
He 
opposed dueling, so popular in the early days 
of California, painted out the folly of the 
code, was tbe friend ot liberty and free 
thought, the advocate of toleration and the 
better interesis of mankind. He was a vigor­ 
ous, plain spoken and fearless writer. He 
did n d assail wi.liu'.ly, nor attack except he 
belie ved it to bo his duty and in the cause of 
right and justice. April 7, 185C, he was 
elected Mayor of ths city of ti.vcra u n o, and 
served oae year, ai d his official career in 
the capacity, like that in the ¿.ate Legis­ 
lature, reflected honor both upon himeeif ana 
the peop'e for whom he acted. Tho next of­ 
ficial posi.i a he filled was that of ¿¡ate 
l ’riot-r, he occup) ir,g that office for one terra. 
Ia 1863 he wvs elected Secretary of State, 
a change in the Constitution having made 
that an elective, which was r.ef. r : uu appoint­ 
ed officer. 
Ha held this posi-ioa rmtd 1867. 
In 1868 the Central Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany, rec gr.izir g the business abiiiti- s f Mr. 
Bedding, his peculiar fitness to mi: glearoorg 
meD, and his sterling integrity, called fciin to 
its aid, giving him the trustwortuy and im­ 
portant pusi'i >u of Land Agent for the com­ 
pany, and in that capacity he terved the com­ 
pany as an employe, and was at ths svmo 
time the tms’fd friend and associate of the 
members of ths enrporati n up to the dsy of 
his death. 
Mr. Bedding during ail his career 
in California had not relaxed in his attention 
to scientific Bubjsots; natural history more 
than all else engro»»ing his attention. An ex­ 
tended trip through E impe gave him oppor­ 
tunities to enlarge his in: d of information, 
and it proved also a stimulus to his mind, 
broadened it still more in its views, and was 
a revelation to him ia in my respects concern­ 
ing men and their manners. He was not slow 
io 
improve 
this 
opportunity, 
and 
his 
keen obec-rvant powers and reter tive memory 
made the tour to him one of the higlir-»t. 
benefit. In 1870, mere largely through his 
exertions than those of any ons el»p,ttie State 
entered upon the pdicy of protecting and 
propagating food fishes in her rivers, lakes 
and streams. 
Under the law then passed 
Mr. Reddiog was appointed one rf the Fish 
Commissioners, and held the p-.sition there­ 
after and until his dea.h. His strong mind 
gave its best eneráe» t > the pnbject. He was 
an ardent 'over <,fj a ure. a devofid p'scicu't 
n r s\ and he labored for twelve j errs with­ 
out fee or pecuniary reward to introduce ioto 
cur waters the beat variet'cr of food fi-hes 
ar.d 11 preserve th »e native to cur State. 
Bat his labors did not cs.we there, for 
through tae exertions or his Commission 
many ot' er States in the Uni in have pro6ted, 
and California fishes have bf come j lentifui 
in foreign water». 
In this labor Mr. Bedding 
worked in harmony wuh, an i largely through, 
the L’nited Stares Fi-h <'orumisrion and its 
agen cy in Cdifornia. His natural love for 
the sciences drew him in stin ctively to associ- 
tion with m en of I ke predeliction?, and he 
thus becam e a distinguished member of the 
California Academy of Natural Sciences and 
a contributor to its archives cf valuable pa­ 
pers. 
In the R ecokd-U m o n , and ia other 
papers of the State, have appeared many

tific subjefe, andespec’ailv upon pi.-ciculture, 
and these wero always ¡round to be clear, 
practical an I forcible.

of hia dnath. Ila left a widow and three 
eons, 
Hia iuPfral took placo at San Fran­ 
cisco August 23 i. Tae pall-bearera were the 
Governor of the State, George C. Perkins ; 
.Jacob Ho»hn. George E. Gray, C. P. Hunt­ 
ington, W. T. Reid, W. F. Goad, W. E. 
Brown, J. L Willicutt, A. N. Towne, C . J . 
i’albert, E. II. Miller, .Jr., and Dr. Hark- 
peap. 
At hia funeral addrepsea were made by 
Rev. Horatio Stebbins. of San Francisco, and 
R*3v. Mr. Renton, of Otkl&Ld. In tbe cour-e 
of his remarks Dr. Stebbins paid to the mem­ 
ory of the deceased a warm, just and touch 
ing tribute. Amosg other things he said ; 
Our fellow-citizen, Mr. Kcd ing, was a fine exam ­ 
ple of a man engrossed in the u-ual struggle rf 
business affaire, yet keenly intereitod in some of the 
highcf-t objects of thought and study, and sensitive 
to all those human relations th at arise ;u the gre.il 
sentiments of justice, benevolence and good will. 
By constitutional bent ami tendency to observe ex­ 
ternal things, facts and phenomena, tbe sphere « / 
natural science was his field. 
He had the patience 
of pursu t, the carefulness of com j iaris<. n, the im­ 
perturbability at confused and contradictory facts, 
that characterize tho scientific tem peram ent. 
Had 
ne devoted himself to scleutifie studies as bis voca­ 
tion instead of his avocation, he would have been an 
investigator, and held an honorable rank among the 
foremost men of our time.

As a man 
of fine perceptions and true feelings, he made a 
strong impression. 
His mind and feeling, ripene I 
h 
experience, were mellow, bland and tolerant. 
His intellect was as honest as his heart. 
1 could 
never discern -a n d 1 have seen him in a pinch 
th at his judgm ent was clouded 
by prejudice. 
Neither have 1 ever seen the rays of truth, of fact®, of 
rncu, of things, refracted in him by lo*- vapors of 
the mind. 
He was singularly fitted to diffuse hap­ 
piness around him by his genial m anners and ready 
sympathies. 
On the announcement of his dea*h the 
Record-U nion, in the course of its editorial 
remarks, said: 
No man had more or firmer friends, and no man 
ever deserved more to be loved by a wide circle. 
His life was not merely a negative one. 
It was 
abounding in benefactions. 
His leisure hours were 
devoted to public uses of the most practical and 
valuable character. 
The education of the people 
the food of the people, the health of the people. 
In’crested and claimed his attention. 
The knowl­ 
edge he had acquired in many ways was ro t hoarded, 
but lavished on all hands. 
He was ever ready to! 
im part what he knew, and his ability to do this in 
the most clear and thorough way greatly enhanced 
the value cf his communications. 
It is given to few 
men to have lived a more useful and blameless lif. 
a n l his family and friends may at least console 
themselves with the reflection that his record wa-< 
made, and th at he had fulfilled all the duties he 
owed to the world. 
Nothing ran compensate those 
who knew and loved him for the loss of such a man 
as B. B. Redding; and yet to those who did not 
know him the eulogy which may seem all ton tame 
and restrained for his intimates, is apt to appear 
even exaggerated. 
Rut his epitaph will not he 
written ia water, nor will the good he dul be “ in­ 
terred w ith his bones.” His memory will be pre­ 
served and honored as that of one of California’s 
pioneer citizens whom she had repeatedly called to 
occupy positions of high regponrihility, arid who, to 
the close of a fairly long life, carried unstained 1 is 
reputation for integrity, and vindicated the confi­ 
dence and esteem of his fellows by the constant ( \- 
hitiitioa of the highest qualities, both of heart and 
mind. 
The Regents of the State University"acd 
the California Academy of Sciences have 
each placed upon record eulogiuma upon the 
character of Mr. Ridding.

OUR 
TRO PH IES. 


Since the Government fails to provide 
the West l’oint Academy with a suitable 
museum, many priceless trophies aud mem­ 
orials are left in the open, exposed to the 
weather. 
Mortars, guns and carronadea 
captuied in the Mexican war, pieces of 
iron chain that crossed the Hudson during 
the Involution, old trucks and gun carn­ 
ages, half eaten away by rust during the 
century since tm ir use, are being destroyed 
with greater or less expedition for want of 
proper covering. Some small guns captured 
from the British and the Mexicans are safe, 
because they form part of the wall decora­ 
tions of the church. 
While it takes many 
years for rust to entirely obliterate the 
inscriptions and original ornaments of the 
highly decorated guns of the last century, 
the effect is to surely eat 
away the 
sharp edges of the ornaments and gradually 
destroy the artistic value of the trophies. 
Some of them are real «orks of arc from 
the fineness of their shapes, the beanty 
of their color, the excellence cf the gun- 
metal, aud the quaintntss of their decora­ 
tions. 
If the Government is too short­ 
sighted 
to provide these valuable and 
interesting relics with a shelter, perhaps a 
public-spirited citizen of New York State 
may be found who will establish a military 
museum at West Point. 
An argument 
which may finally touch the souls of 
Congressmen 
is the uudeubted money 
value of these trophies. 
Were they offered 
in the right quarters as relics to historical so­ 
cieties or persons who have the collecting 
mania, they would bring enormous prices. 
Few men are so obtuse, especially if they 
are “ practical” men, as to deny the force 
of the argument that money is well spent 
in order to preserve articles of great value 
which will become more and more valuable 
as time rolls on. Owing to the ungenerous 
treatment by Congress of the army, the na­ 
tion is likely to find when it is too late that 
some of the finest trophies of the Bevolu 
tion and of other wars have lost their 
greatest value through neglect.

D is c o v e r y o f A n c i e n t G p .ef.k P a i n t ­ 
i n g s .—Eastward from the site of Corinth, 
the naughty Greek capital after which 
practical yachtsmen are proud to call them­ 
selves, workmen in making a road broke 
through a tomb at a place called Megali 
Porta. 
Three sides were destroyed, and 
the Jtomb was empty. 
The fourth side 
a’.ons offer» a very rare specimen of Greek 
art, namely, mural paintings. The remain­ 
ing wall is divided info four parts, of 
which the uppermost has squares contain­ 
ing pictures of grapes and birds.

It is not a little curious that the death 
of W. McGregor 
Steele, of Brooklyn, 
shoo'd have attracted so little attention as 
it did, steing that his curious ancounc- 
mrnt, “ I will give anyone ¿500 to tell me 
my disease and keep me alive loDg enough 
to fiuish up some little work I have on 
hand—say six months or a jear ; or I will 
give ¿1,000 to know my disease and bs 
cured," was so widely discussed. 
It was 
on the ISth of May that it appeared, and, 
according to the newspapers, only one of 
the doctors consulted pronounced the dis­ 
ease cancer, though after the post-mortem 
examination had revealed that cancer of the 
stomach was tho cause of death, it was 
stated explicitly that “ all the physicians 
who bad examined him believed he had 
cancer of the stomach.” 
Some fun was 
made of the suflerer’gexpression of willing­ 
ness to have his stomach “ taken out and 
examined," taking his chances of surviving 
tho operation, and oae or two newspapers 
made merry with the idea of such heroic 
surgical 
treatment, insisting 
that 
the 
millenium would not be far distant when 
one could have an organ removed, mended, 
aud returned to its place better than new. 
In paint of fact the operation for resec­ 
tion of the stomach, such as Mr. Steele 
suggested, haa been performed repeatedly 
of late, though it cannot be Eaid that tho 
results have been favorable, and the idea 
d.itea back to tho beginning of tho cen­ 
tury. 
It wa3 ia 1810 that Merrem first 
Kfoposed and described it, but no one then 
ventured to adopt hi3 suggestion. 
In 
January, 18s !, as the result of exp: ri- 
ments by Pean, Rydygier, and others upon 
lower animals, Prof. Billroth ventured 
to extirpate the pylorus. 
According to a 
German medical paper, eijht cases of this 
operation had been performed up to No­ 
vember last, five of which were by the ac­ 
complish) d Viennese surgeon who first at­ 
tempted it. 
Three of the cases died 
almost immediately, and one three months 
later from a return of the 
cancerous 
growth. 
The fifth patient was living 
three months 
afterward, apparently in 
good health. 
Dr. Wolfer’s patient, opera­ 
ted on in April, 1881, was reported to be 
■JoiDg w< 11 this spring. 
In July the Rus­ 
sian 6urgeon Kitajewsky, removed a tumor 
weighing something over five ounces from 
the stomach of a woman aged 52, who died 
six hours later. 
Oa the 21st of November 
Dr. Rydygier performed the op< ration in a 
.•sse of perforating gastric ulcer with dila­ 
tation. 
It is reported at considerable 
ength in the Medical TU-rord of February 
;25th, that journal remarking : “ T ie fact 
;hat the patient has, up to the present tioie, 
oeen greatly benefited, gives some justi- 
ication to this must radical and ventur- 
:iome mode of treatment, and the operation 
:>s thus applied in a new class of diseases 
nay, in a certain minor degree, be con- 
rniderid an epochal one." 
The patient, a 
woman of thirty, otherwise healthy, wa3 
prepared for the optration by daily wash­ 
ing out the etomach with salicylic acid and 
water, when the abdominal wall was di­ 
vided in tbe linea alba for the distance cf 
;en centimeters, the pylorus—the constric­ 
ción betwten the smaller extremity of the 
ntomach directed toward the right and the 
duodenum—drawn out, and the diseased 
portion ;«q oveii, which inciudtd the py- 
¡olio orifice. 
Ten stomach was thrn uraud 
to the duodenum by cvtcut ligatures, and 
the lints of ncion were powdered with 
rdoto m. 
Tfie patient’s progress was unin­ 
terruptedly favorable, aud s:x wetks ia*er 
she was re ported to consider hereelf well. 
The Btrliu aro'uives cf clinical surgery 
give at length the report of a similar 
operation performed by Professor Czerny, 
of Heidelberg, on a man of twenty-eight, 
oa the 21st of July, 1SS1, the same general 
method being adopted. 
In three weeks 
the patient was able to leave his bed, and 
iu five liad resumed his employment, per­ 
fectly cured. 
The case dot a not seem to 
have been reported in the American press. 
As yet it is ton soon to pass a final opin­ 
ion npou the operation, but the subjsct is 
fairly summed up in these words of a ois- 
tiuguished medical man of this city to the 
writer : 
“ I fancy it will be a common 
enough thing here a few years from now, 
bus the first American surgeon to ucder- 
tcke i: will need to have bread shoulders 
to stand the criticism of you folk of the 
press :f his patient dies.” 
Analagous cases 
are net rare, such as the extirpation of the 
kidney, the introduction of an artificial 
terophagus (in the case of a boy who had 
closed up the aperture to the stomach by 
drinking lye), the removal by Scheczenger, 
of Freiburg, of sections of the intestines in 
which obstructions existed, etc. 
indeed, 
though only a generation has elapsed sinca 
Macaulay penned his famous passage com­ 
paring the England of 1085 with the EDg. 
land of the early- reign of Victoria— “ Every 
bricklayer who falls from a scaffitld, every 
sweeper of a crossing who is run over by a 
carriage, may now have bis wounds dres»ed 
and his liiiW set with a skill such os I GO 
years ago all the wealth of a great Lord 
like Ormond, or of a merchant prince like 
Clayton, could not have purchased ”—it is 
hardly too much to iay that during that 
period surgery has made even greater pro­ 
gress than in the century and a halt ot 
which he took cognizance. 
It is less than 
forty years since the use of anesthetics was 
discovered, 
with 
unimaginable 
advan­ 
tages 
both 
in 
saving 
pain 
and 
in 
enlarging the bounds of surgical activity. 
Now that a surgical operation can ba cun- 
á u c t e d ' v v T Í Í L Í u care of a dissec­ 
tion, conservative surgery rT»_q—418 inning. , 
aud the mere excisions of the poriioB 
actually affected 
has superseded 
such 
treatment os the amputation of the a im 
for diseases of the elbow joint, with th* ’ 
gais of limbs preserved and a diminished 
mortality from shock. 
A fuither step in 
this direction was guaranteed when such 
surgery was made practically bloodless by 
pressing the blood out of the affected 
limb. 
It would never do for laymen to 
venture an opinion upon the germ theory 
aud kindred questions, still there is much 
promise held out by tiie thorough discus* 
sion and careful testing of the question 
how far mortality in surgery can be ob­ 
viated by antiseptic dressings. 
It is only 
a few years since subcutaneous osteotomy 
of the thigh bone for the relief of kuook- 
knte was performed. 
Just a year ago was 
announced the complete success of a caso 
of intcihuman osseous 
transplantation, 
where fragments of bone taken from pa- 
tienta whose limbs required straightening 
were grafted upan a diseased arm with the 
result of uniting and transforming a use- 
Its; limb iutc a thoroughly useful one. 
Though the “ induction balancs” proved 
tremendously at fault in the ease of Presi­ 
dent Garfield, the idea is s uud and will 
surely be util-zed. 
The same may be said 
ni the drilling and cutting of hone by ma­ 
chinery. 
While it is to be feared that the 
experiments by Lacerda and Gautier will 
not prove that permanganate of potash is 
a panacea for snake bite aud hydrophobia 
—unless we are in eiror, Biunton and 
Fayrer’s experience was unfavorable—tbe 
researches which they, I’asteur aud others, 
have been making into the origin and ac­ 
tion of such poisons leave little or no doubt 
that within the next few years a solution 
will be found of the problem thus present­ 
ed, probably in vaccination, 
Cancer and 
consumption are perhaps the only two 
gnat stronghold* tnat heist out ajairst 
medical skill, hut he would be a bold 
prophet who should decíate his unfalteritg 
conviction that both these diseases will net 
have been mastered by the close of tl e 
century. 
It is only a little while since 
Tyndall’s letter callmg attention to Koch’s 
researches into the etiology of tubercular 
disease revealed the existence of hope al­ 
most coextensive with detire for tbe ex­ 
tinction of consumption ; and though we 
do not recall tke final result of Clay's 
treatment of cancer with Chia turpentine, it 
promised relief, if not cure, and was only 
one of many revelations of the active and 
resolute search that is being prosecuted by 
so many intelligent seekers, and tÜat must 
ultimately be crowned with success.—[NeW^-

The California Christian Advocate, which 
is a Methodist organ, professes to be satis­ 
fied with the Sunday law plank in the Re* 
publican platform. Strangely enough it 
bases its alleged satisfaction upon the po­ 
sition that this plank is “ the exact oppo- 
“ site of the Democratic party on the Sab- 
“ bath question.” 
We say “ strangely 
"enough,” because this assertion that the 
Republican plank “ is the cxsct oppo- 
“ site” of the Democratic one, is anything 
but true. If the readers of the Christian 
Advocate are really ia'isiied with the Re­ 
publican plank on the Sunday law they are 
very easily satisfied, for that plank does 
not offer them anything more than the 
Democratic one. To eay that it is the 
“ exact opposite ” of the Democratic plat­ 
form is to talk nonsense. In fact it is in 
no essential different from the Democratic 
plank. The latter opposes “ ail sumptuary 
“ legislation,” and, by implication, all 
Sunday legislation. The Republican plat­ 
form merely expresses approval, not 
amounting to a pledge, of “ the mainten- 
“ ance of the preseut Sunday laws, or sim- 
44 ilar ones." Now it is notorious that the 
present Sunday laws are not worth the 
paper they are written npon, and it follows 
logically that “ similar laws” must be in 
the same degree inefficacious. Some ah 
surd attempts have been made by servile 
party organs to make it appear that the 
phrase “ similar laws" does not mean the 
same kind of law's, but better ones. It is, 
perhaps, unnecessary toargue that point with 
any one who possesses a competent know! 
edge of the Kngiish language, but the Re­ 
publican Convention fortunately supplied 
all the neceeeaiy evidence for demonstrat- 
iog the exact nature of its position on this 
issue, 
A Los Angeles delegate, who 
perceived that the resolution reported by 
the committee was of no force or signiti 
cauce, offered an amendment to the effect 
that the Republican party pledged itself to 
the enactment of an effective Sunday law. 
This proposition teas rejected, and after that 
he mutt indeed be easily satisfied who be­ 
lieves that the plank as it stands was in­ 
tended to mean anything. 
But there are still other methods by 
which the sincerity and earnestness of the 
Convention may be ganged. In reading 
the platform it will be observed that there 
are several degrees of emphasis employed 
in presenting the various issues and propo­ 
sitions embraced by it. When the platform 
comes to the anti-railroad question it “ de­ 
clare#,” and “ affirms,” and “ pledges" 
the party to this, that and the other thing. 
It says, “ We hereby pledge our nominees 
“ for Railroad Commissioners to the en- 
“ forcement of these principles.” That is 
plain and strong. It cannot be mistaken. 
Again it says “ we demand of Congress” 
such and such legislation. Again, it says, 
“ the Republican party is unalterably op- 
“ posed to Cainese immigration.” There is 
here nothing doubtful or equivocal. Bat 
now examine the fifth resolution, and see 
how timid, and double-faced and nervous 
it is. “ We are in favor of (only “ in favor 
“ of ”) observing SuDday as a day of rest 
“ and recreation 
(rest and recreation are 
words which do not even suggest faintly 
the purposes to which the Christian Advo­ 
cate thinks Sunday should be devoted) ; 
“ and while we expressly disavow the right 
“ or the wish to force any class of our citi- 
“ ¿eos to spend that day in any particular 
“ manner, we do favor the maintenance of 
“ the present Sunday lawB, or similar laws, 
“ providing for the suspension of all un- 
“ necessary business on that day.” I 3 that 
a satisfactory plank to those who believe in 
the Christian Sabbath, or to the friends of 
temperance’ If it is, we fail to see what 
they have been agitating about all this 
time. 
Observe that the Republican Conven­ 
tion deemed it necessary to placate the 
liquor interest by assuring it that the 
party was as far as possible from wishing 
or claiming the right to interfere with it. 
It “ expressly disavows” any purpose of 
this kind ; and having thus given due no­ 
tice to all whom it may cohcem that it 
intends to fire nothing but blank cartridges, 
it proceeds to evolve its meauingless and 
hypocritical declaration. It pledges the 
party to absolutely nothing. It does not 
declare, “ We therefore demand that all 
“ legislative candidates be pledged to sup- 
"port effective Sunday legislation.” It 
does not say, “ The Repnbli san party will 
“ support effective Sunday legislation.” 
All it does sxy is that, provides the liquor 
interest will permit, it will be in favor of 
keeping the present useless and nullified 
Sunday laws on the statutu-book, ¿r 0f 
enacting in their place similarly useless 
and ineffective laws. If the jUeuts of the 
Christian Advocate are cqfctont with this 
plank they must be entirely satisfied with 
ijsting situation, and it ¿mist remain 
a perfect Tñyatet^Vhy they should have 
appealed to the Convention to do anything 
at all in the premises. For it; is perfectly 
clear that the Republican ]!latform does 
not pledge the party to make any changes 
whatever in the law, while on the other 
hand it may be fairly deduled from its 
expressions that it renounces all claim to 
any right of further legislation on the Sun­ 
day question. 
The Christiun Advocate, however, holds 
very curious positions. It is not content 
with accepting the abortive plank referred 
to, but it denounces all who may venture 
to repudiate the plank. It says : “ Men 
“ who pretend to be temperance men, and 
“ now threaten to bolt the Republican 
“ party and defeat it, are simply tools and 
“ agents of the League of Freedom.” 
That is very strong language. We may 
even characterize it as censorious and un- 
j charitable. It is also unjuBt, seeing that 
nothing can be more natural and consist­ 
ent than for the temperance men who re­ 
gard that as the dominant question, to re­ 
fuse to support a party which has in the 
plainest manner betrayed them. Indeed 
the Christian Advocate itself stands in need 
of defense and justification a thousand­ 
fold more than do the disaffected temper­ 
ance men. If they bolt the party they are 
certainly justified. But we cannot admit 
that our contemporary is justified, from its 
standpoint, in supporting the party. Of 
course if the Advocate was a secular par­ 
tisan journal it would have a perfect right 
to say that it cared more for the success of 
the party as a whole than for any special 
interest. We had supposed, however, that 
the Christian Advocate was published in 
the interest of religion, temperance, and 
the higher life generally, and if this be so 
we cannot understand upon what princi­ 
ples it accepts a platform which most un­ 
questionably refuses to the temperance and 
Christian elements the legislation they 
have been seeking. We are, in truth, dis­ 
posed to think that the Christian Advocate 
has in this matter mistaken the tendency 
of the public opinion it is supposed to rep­ 
resent. If it has not we shall be com­ 
pelled to conclude that after all the clamor 
of controversy over the Sunday question 
there really exists no appreciable desire 
among the church-going and temperance 
elements for any reform in the existing 
statutes.

THE FINAL SURRENDER. 
Y esterday, Abdallah Pasha, Arabi a lieu­ 
tenant in command at Damietta, and who 
bad held out after the collapse of Arabi’a 
army, surrendered. This completes the 
submission of the lately rebellions forces. 
Some 25,000 men of all arn.s have arrived 
at Cairo, and been disarmed. There is no 
longer any Egyptian force in the field. 
All the forts have been given up, and are 
garrisoned by British troops or natives. It 
is also made evident that there was no 
truth iu the frequent representations of a 
deep-seated national sentiment among the 
Egyptians. The news of the final defeat 
of Arabi was received at Cairo with relief 
and satisfaction by all but the lowest 
classes. It is plaiu that the rebellion was 
never more than an affair of the army, aB 
we have always maintained, and that the 
Fellaheen had no sympathy with it. Egypt 
will no doubt welcome a stable government 
again, and none but a few bigoted Bedouins 
and town Aral s of the lowest class will 
regret the collapse of the rebellion. 
GOT THE NOMINATION. 
Ben Butler has received the Democratic 
nomination for Governor of Massachusetts. 
Aa he had previously received the Green­ 
back nomination he will go into the field 
formidably strong, and unless the Republi­ 
cans are very active, and have a more than 
ordinarily good ticket, he may succeed in 
getting elected. This is not a very good 
party year, and Ben Butler probably has 
enough bricks iu hit hat to render the 
campaign lively. Of course he ia most un­ 
fit for the position, but that kind of con­ 
sideration goes for nothing nowadays.

Extending on both tides were 
bright arc i of light, presenting the appear­ 
ance of a bird with outstretched wings. The 
comet was seen at Nice, France, about noon 
September 18;h. It is sl-nost cert,-da that 
the comet has now passed the perihelion. The 
comet at 3 o’clock to-day wa-i 9 degrees weet 
of the sun, aud wi I probably have increased 
this dirt mee by sunrise to-morrow to 
12 
or 
13 degrees. 
It will, there­ 
fore, 
use somewhat before sundown, 
owing to the fact also that i: is further south 
than tho sun, it will not be seen readily be­ 
fore sunrise. Ia a few days, howev.-r, wi:b 
its preseut rate ar.d direction of motion, it 
should become a brilliant ol jsct iu the morn­ 
ing sky. Oa the whole, this may bs regarded 
as one of the most extraordinary comees of 
modern times. The only one which resembled 
it iu its special features of interest was the 
great comet of 1843, which, like this one. was 
visiole to the nakfd eye in full sunlight. 
Barnard’s comet was also observed this morn­ 
ing at the Naval Observatory. Its right as­ 
cension is 7 hours 27 ini.m-es, ar.d its de­ 
clination 12 degrees 41 mínate* north. It 
pie-eats tbe nsuil appearance of a telescopic 
comet, with a slight central condensation.

MINOR WiLDRON—ON TRIAL FOR P£R- 
JfJRY. 


The trial of Miror Waldron, for perjury, 
came up fcr hearing before Judge Denson in 
the Superior Court yesterday. It appears 
from what can be learned from the records of 
the case that it originated as follows : Oa the 
4‘n of October, 1878, twenty head of Bteers 
disappeared from the ranch of Marion Biggs, 
Jr., near Sacramento. Mr. Biggs, some offi­ 
cers and friends went on their trail. The re­ 
sult was that at the October term of the 
County Court the Grand Jury indicted R. H. 
McCall and William Williams for stealing 
the cattle. There were several continuances 
cf the cases. Finally Williams was brought 
to trial in July, 1880. but the jury disagreed. 
Almost another year passed feeiors the cattle- 
thief was brought te trial again ; but in May, 
1881, the fellow was convicted and sentenced 
to serve six years in the State Prison. 
When Mr. Biggs discovered that his cattle 
had been stolen he tracked them to a point 
cear lone City, in Amador county. The day 
they were stolen was Friday and by Saturday 
night the stock bad been traced to that point. 
Some people near I >ne, however, unaware of 
the owner being on the trail, had their sus­ 
picions aroused when the cattle appeared iu 
that vicinity, ard followed the band of 
thieves. An old colored gentleman by the 
name of Cecil finally found ten of the steers 
on Snnday, near the boundary of Amador 
and Stanislaus couutiei, took possession of 
aud drove them back that day to the farm of 
J. C. Blythers in Amador county, which is 
some seventy miles this tide of Modesto. 
Within half an hour efter he bad brought 
them back a man came to Blytlers’ and 
claimed the cattle. Both Blythtrs aud Cecil 
told him they believsd the cattle had been 
stolen, and that if he had proof of owner­ 
ship 
he 
could 
come 
next 
day 
and 
establish 
it, tu t for 
the 
time being 
they would 
not 
surrender 
the stock. 
The man thereupon left. At the trial both 
Cecil and Blythers identified Williams as that 
man positively. On the Tbu'sday following 
Mr. Biggs, accompanied by Sheriffs Cunning­ 
ham, of San Joe quin, and Vogan, of Amador 
counties, concluded following the trail of the 
other ten head, which ended at Waldron’s 
ranch, ten miles beyonJ Modesto. There 
they found the balar.c3 of the stolen stock, 
aud learned that they bad been driven there 
on 
Wednesday morning. 
On Thursday 
McCall was seen in Modesto, and on the 
evening of the same day, in the same town, 
Williams was taken into custody. Hearing 
of Williams’ arre.st, McCall became alarmed 
and left town. 
On the trial of Williams it became material 
for him to prove that Cecil and Blythers 
were mistaken as to his being the man who 
claimed the cattle at the latter’» ranch. Con­ 
tinuances of the case was had from time to 
time. The first application for one was made 
ou affidavit, satting up that George G ra'es 
was a material witness ; that he was absent; 
that he was clerk in the R obs House at Mo­ 
desto ; that lie would swear that on Sunday 
night, October 6, 1878, Williams came to the 
hotel, registered as a guest, and occupied a 
room of a certain number ic the hotel that 
night. 
This, it will be observed, was the 
same night that the stranger appeared at 
Blythers’ ranch, 70 miles away, and claimed 
the cattle. On such a strong showing that 
an alibi could be proven, the case was con­ 
tinued. At the next trial the prosecution cot 
cut an attachment for him, and had him 
brought to Sacramento, and he was present 
at the trial. 
Minor Waldron is the owner of the ranch on 
which the second lot of steers was iound. He 
is a large land-owner, wealthy, and at one 
time represented his county in the Stato Leg­ 
islature. 
Ha was a witness for the defense in 
a'l the trisls, and t*ok an unusnal interest in 
Williams’ case. 
Ha it was who made the 
statement of facts embodied in the affidavit 
that secured the continuance just spoken of. 
The prosecution sent to Modesto and ascer­ 
tained that the rcoin which it was said was 
occupied by Williams on that Sunday Eight, 
was occuDied then, and had been for a num­ 
ber of years, by the cashier of the bank of 
Modesto. 
It was also ascertained, by in­ 
specting the hotel register, that the name of 
Williams was a forgery; that some other 
name had been erased in order to put Will­ 
iams’ on. 
When the case came on for trial tho de­ 
fease dl l not me Graves for a witness. 
The 
prosecution, however, cilled him as a wit­ 
ness. 
Ho testified that lie was not clerk at 
the hotel on the night referred to, and that 
he had not seen Williams, as stated. 
The 
jury failed again to agree. 
On the next trial Waldron took the stand, 
and under oath testified that on Monday, Oc­ 
tober 7th, between the hours of 9 and 12 
o’clock, he had seen Williams in the town of 
Modests, and had seen him every day there­ 
after until his arrest. 
Ho also swore that he 
ha l employed Wi liams and a man uamed 
O-car Lyons to go to his ranch and get a 
filly, and they did so, returning between 4 and 
5 P. M. 
Also that he saw Williams with no 
cattle ; didn’t know of Biggs losing any, or 
of any being driven cn to his ranch. 
After Williams had been canvicted and 
sentenced to the State Prison he made a 
confeesion to the 
officers, in 
which he 
admitted the stealing t f the cattle, and the 
truthfulness of the statements of Cecil and 
Blytheis. 
He also stated that Waldron had 
testified falsely on every occasion ; that he 
was told that the cattle were stolen, and from 
whom and where they had been stolen. 
He 
said that Waldron’s place was known to all 
cattle and horse-thieves as a fence, and that 
Waldron among the thieves was known as a 
thoroughbred. 
After Williams’ confession 
District Attorney Buckley drew up and 
swere to a complaint charging Waldron 
with perjury, in testifying at the trial 
of Williams 
in May, 1881, in the Su­ 
perior Court of Sacramento countv, that he 
saw Williams on Monday, October 17.187S, at 
Modesto, between break.'ast time and tho hour 
of noon, and also that he knew nothing of cr 
about the stolen cattle of Marion Biggs 
Waldron was arrested and brought to this 
city, and J udge Denson transferred the case 
to Justice Coggins to conduct the preliminary 
examination. District Attorney Buckley and 
C. T. Jor.ei appeared for the prosecution, 
and W. E. Turner, of Modesto, for the de­ 
fense. The facts necessary to establish the 
crime were shown substantially as has been 
related in this article, and he was held to 
amtwer with bail fired at §8.000, which he 
gave. 
Some time since the csso was called, hut 
was continued on some technicalities. Yes­ 
terday morning it was called again and is cow 
on trial. Trie prosecution is conducted by 
District Attorney H. L. Buckley, Charles T. 
Jones and I. S. Brown ; the defense by W. 
E. Turner, of Modesto, and Grove L. John­ 
son. Several hours were occupied in aelect- 
ing a jury. At 3 P. M. the jury was com­ 
plete, and the following named citizens were 
sworn in to try the cause: B. Ehlers. George 
I. Lytle, George T. Busb, Joseph Steffens, 
Charles Vogel, J. T. Pike. Charles W. Por­ 
ter. J. B. Fountain, Charles Dohn, John 
Fritch, C. M. Folger and Green McManus. 
The esse was opened by Charles T. Jones, 
who stated to the jury that the defendant 
was charged with the crime of perjury, and 
defined w hat ic law constituted perjury. He 
britfly sketched the history of tho Williams 
and McCall case from the time of the steal­ 
ing of the cattle down to the conviction of 
Williams. He stated that they would prove 
that at the time Waldrou had sworn he saw 
Williams in Modesto he was seventy miles 
distant, in Amador county. 
He stated that 
throughout the trials of Williams the defense 
was manipulated by Waldron. He arranged 
for all the witnesses and arranged the testi­ 
mony that was to be given for the defense 
also. 
He arranged with Williams, when the 
latter was out ou bail, to furnish the testi­ 
mony that would ba necessary to secure his 
a quittal. Waldron tried to prove an alibi 
for Williams, and although ha perjured him­ 
self in doing so, his attempt was a failure. 
Waldron testified falsely, 
lis went upon the 
stand with a false and wicked heart, intend­ 
ing to violate his oath in order to save from 
punishment a man he knew to be a thief. Mr. 
Jones, in concluding his remarks, st*‘ed that 
in the prosecution of the case be would he com­ 
piled to put upon the stsnd cattie-thieves to 
prove facts relativa to this matter. 
Wm. 
Williams, a man that has been convicted of a 
felony, will ba a material witness in the case. 
He will explain to you that the cattla w*»e 
stolen, as is stated in the indictment. He 
will tell yon that he was the man that Cecil 
saw 
He will explain to yon where he w.*s 
on Sunday, Monday and Tuesday. 
He will 
also inform you that the cattle were taken to 
Waldron’s ranch, and that he had previously 
agreed to do so. He will also say to you that 
Minor Waldron purchased the cattla know­ 
ing they were stoleD, and when and where 
they were stolen. Another witness will aleo 
testify that he overheard Williams and Wal­ 
dron arranging with a party to swear that 
Williams was registered at Modesto at the 
Ross Hotel on the day (worn to by Waldron. 
0:her witnesses will be introduced to prove 
the falsity of the statements made by Wal­ 
dron. The relatives of Williams will also 
testify that he was not in Modesto at the 
time sworn to by Waldron. The facts that 
he swore to in the case were material and 
wholly false. Minor Waldron was the mov­ 
ing spirit in all these cattle-stealing transac­ 
tions. 
Mr. Jones offered in evidence the indict­ 
ments against McCall and Williams. The 
prosecution objected, on the ground that they 
were irrelevant and immaterial. 
Objection 
sustained. 
-VEUiABL J k Hamilton. Deputy felinty 
Clerk, was swsra, and testified to certain 
Court proceedings, and was stall on the stand ’ 
when the Court closed. 
The attendance of spectator! dnricg the 
day was quite large. 
About forty witnesses

F ir s t A r tille r y R e g im e n t— A P u b lic H all. 


The new armory cf (he First Artillery 
Regiment is practically completed, and yes­ 
terday a representativo of the R ic o r d - U n io n , 
in company with the builder, inspected the 
entire building, which is hereafter to occupy 
a prominent place in public affairs iu Sacra­ 
mento, inasmuch as the structure will ba used 
for general public assemblies very frequently, 
and certainly where it is desirable to accom­ 
modate a large assemblage of people, for the 
new hall is second in size to but one other in 
the State. The city bf Sacramento owned a 
brick building at the corner of Sixth aud L 
streets, known as the Franklin Grammar 
school-house. 
A few years ago it was found 
to be inadequate to the demand-* of the gram­ 
mar grades, and the fine building was erected 
known as the Sacramento Grammar School- 
house. 
Meanwhile the Franklin was still 
used for grammar grades not accommodated 
in the new building. But presently it was 
found that the building was too small for 
these, and still another grammar school-house 
was put up known as the Capital. The old 
building was still used for a time, hut it was 
finally resolved to abandon it, as the idea pre­ 
vailed that children were uusafe ia it in its 
third story, and that in case of a panic there 
might be a disaster ; betides which the exits 
were inadequate, and the yard room too 
limited. 
Tüe building was used for some 
time, however, as a night school house, and 
was then turned over for the pn j acted me­ 
chanical school, that failed, ami so it was 
finally sold. 
I ra use, while the machinery of 
the mechanical school was iu it, demonstra­ 
ted that it was a periectly safe building, and 
this being confirmed by expert examination, 
the officers of the First Artillery Regiment, 
who were determined to build a proper ar­ 
mory, seized an opportunity that offered and 
bought the building and the lot in its full 
extent, on which it is located. 
This gave 
them a property 80 feet on L street by 160 on 
Sixth street, ou which was a three-story brick 
building 44 by 56 feet in size. This they 
proposed to rent and use as company a*sem- 
bly room», and to cover the remainder of the 
ground with a wooden building to bs used as 
a drill hall, and at the same time to bs of use 
as a public hall for general purposes. 
Alt 
this the regiment has accomplished. The old 
building has been refitted so as to well adapt 
it to company uses, and the new structure has 
been erected, and is now in the hands of the 
paiDters receiving its finishing touches. 
It 
will be dedicated by a grand military hall, an 
address by Governor Perkins and a concert, on 
the 5th of October, and the proceeds of tbe 
entertainment will go toward paying the lia­ 
bility that has been contracted in the erection 
of the hall and the purchase of the property. 
The officers and members of the regiment 
have formed a joint stock company, by which 
the property is held, and which is responsible 
for the indebtedness. The armory rents will 
all go toward the payment of the principal, 
and it is believed the property will for ordi­ 
nary uses yield sufficient other revenue to in­ 
sure a safe income that will rapidly clear off 
the indebtedness. But to this end it is the 
intention to make other efforts, that the regi­ 
mental association maybe freed from liability 
as speedily as possible. The new hall is built 
from the wall of the old south to the alley, 
aud thence the entire width of the let to its 
west lice, and then north to L street, and 
thence east to the front line of ths old build­ 
ing. Thus the new armory is on its east sido 
102 feet long in the clear; *>n its south end80 
feet, and on its west side 160 feet, while on 
its north line it is but 30 feet. The remain­ 
ing angle is filled by tho old structure, be­ 
tween which and the 30 foot L is a stairway. 
This gives an entrance hall to the main build­ 
ing 30 feet in width ou L street, by 58 in 
depth ; and in this spacious way will be stored 
the cannon of the artillery arm cf the regi­ 
ment, but as it is left open into the main hall 
it in fact forms a part of it, and if need be on 
special occasions will seat an andience of two 
hundred people that can hear all that is said 
in the main hall, though it can see but about 
three-fourtha of the interior. 
But without 
this 
it is held by 
the 
buiider 
that 
the 
hall 
will 
seat 
two 
thousand 
people 
comfortably, 
and 
if 
so 
its 
capacity equals, if it does not excesd, that of 
Union Hall, San Francisco. The hall is 
covered by a roof of a single span, and with­ 
out any intermediate supports whatever, so 
that there ia nothirg to obstruct the view 
from any part of tbe great room. The bight 
from floor to ceiling is thirty feet. On thiee 
sides, and a part cf the fourth side, are gal­ 
leries swinging by sixteen heavy iron rods 
from the truss roof, and these are arrangfd 
for three row3 of seats. The entire length of 
gallery is 304 feet. Tne ceiling and walls are 
all closed with tongued and grooved stuff, so 
that there is not in the hall a particle of plas­ 
tering. The inside lining is laid on in panels 
at acute angles to each other to break I he 
monotony of such a vast wall surface. The 
painters are now engaged in tinting there 
panels, which will, when done, complete the 
structure. The fl sor of the main hail ii laid 
in Oregon piue, narrow stuff, and dressed 
down after being laid, so that when waxed it 
will be a good dancing fl .or. 
It has sufficient 
spring and rests on girders that are supported 
upon an outer line of brick foundation, with 
suffiaieat central supports. This foundation 
rises two feet from the ground and is freely 
euppliel with ventilators to secure the dry­ 
ness of the foundation timbers and the fl sor. 
The room is lighted by ten large windows— 
iu upper and bwer rows—on the Sixth- 
street side, and by eight on the alley, 
as well as by a 
fifceen-fuot 
sky-light 
over the entrance hall. For night the light­ 
ing will be by numerous side lights and by 
two large sun-burner rsfbetors identical with 
those ia the splendid armory of the Seventh 
Regiment, New York City. 
For exits there 
are two double 12-foot doors opening out of 
the hallway ou L s'reet; a 12 foot door, double 
and sliding, in the center of the wall on 
Sixth Btreet ; a single door on the main floor 
opening on the alley ; a single door at the 
head of the hall on Sixth street ; two doors 
opening off of the stage into the armories of 
Companies B and G, in the brick building ; 
a door openiog out of the gallery upon a 
stairway on the alley, a stairway from the 
north gallery to the hallway, and a door 
from the eecond 
floor 
of 
the hallway 
or “ L ” opineng 
npon 
a landing 
on 
I- street between the wooden and tbe 
brick buildings, and from which a wide stair­ 
way leads to the street. The stage, 12 by 30 
feet, is a moveabln aud 
swinging stage 
against the brick wall at the ccrsh end of 
the main hall, and so adjusted that it can be 
turned up against the wall, to give additional 
floor-room. The finish of tbe interi r of the 
hall is extremely plain ; plain to severity. 
Not a cent bas been spent in ornamentation, 
yet the hall is far from being unattractive, 
and is capable if being elegantly decorated, 
and very easily, too, as all the interior is of 
wood. For ventilation, reliance is placed 
upon the gallery tier of windows and the hall­ 
way skylight, but unquestionably tbe Asso­ 
ciation will fled it advisable to cut a large 
circular opening in the ceiling, covering it I y 
neat scroll-woik, and then place upon the 
roof a covered exliaust-way, for when a strong 
wind prevails from the south it will not do to 
open the wiudows upon those in the gallery. 
The exterior of the hall is in Eastlake style, 
and makes an attractive appearance. The 
thirty-foot L, or hallway, has been floored on 
a line with the gallery, and this floor ia cut 
by a railed opening beneath the skylight, and 
rf equal size. On this floor partitions are 
run, catting cff a large room for a ladles' 
dressing-room, and rooms slso for hat and 
cloak rooms. By means of the central stair­ 
way ladlei can reach these rooms without 
passing ia at the main entrance, and can de- 
iceud into ths ball by the north gallery stair­ 
way without going through the hallway. This 
is one t f the most convenient arrangements 
imaginable. The brick building, which com­ 
municates by four openings with tbe inaio 
hall, has on

armo­ 
ries 
of 
Companies 
B 
and 
G, 
each 
21 by 40 
feet, and 
each 
fitted with 
gnn-racks, lockers, desks, chairs, etc. On the 
second floor are the armories of Company A 
and the Governoi’s Guard. Company A’» 
armory is especially handsome, and its fitting) 
and furniture are attractive and speak of 
good taste and a wise economy of room, as 
the lockers are placed not. only on the fl >or 
but along a gallery, or ledge, also. These 
armorits have been ceiled, as is the main 
hall. The third floor has two rooms, each 21 
by 42 feet, that are not yet fitted up, and that 
will either be rented to societies, turned m t t 
one hall, or cut up into cfficera' room», band 
rooms, etc. 
The building is surmcuoted by a 
neat cupols, above which rises a flsg-staff. 
On the occasion of the opening the entire 
structure will he throw a open and the lower 
armories u»ed as retiring rooms and parlors 
Thus the First Artillery Regiment has what 
it has long needed, a centra! headquarters, an 
armory hall large enough for battalion line to 
be formed in it. and ample for drill,while the 
city has a hall large enough for an audience 
of 2,500 people, packed, or of 2,000 seated. 
It will prove a decided convenience also for 
many other purpose*, and will tend to place 
the regiment on a higher plane. 
The ques­ 
tion remaining for the regiment to con-lder is 
the raising of the money needed to release its 
association from debt. The lot and brick 
building cost §0,500; the main hall cost 
§10,000 ; the repairs to armories, §1 000 ; in­ 
cidentals, 8 5 0 0 ; total oast, §18,000.
